One of the most efficient departments of 
the United States government lost one of its 
soundest thinkers and workers in the death 
Sunday of James W. Cole, the deputy second 
assistant postmaster general, who came out of 
the rural regions of Coweta county to win rec- 
ognition in Washington. 

Critics here and there delight in leveling 
their guns at various departments of the fed- 
eral government, but all citizens speak respect- 
fully of the operations of the Post Office De- 
partment and its thousands of employes. This 
is particularly amazing because, of all federal 
departments, the Post Office D :partment alone 
handles a difficult, personal job every day for 
most of the citizens of the United States. The 
average citizen merely hears bout the work 
of the other departments, he sees for himself 
what the Post Office department is doing. 

In this field of skilled organization, James 
W. Cole rose from a job as railway mail clerk 
between New Orleans and Atlanta, 43 years 
ago, to a desk in Washington where he has 
been for five years handling some of the most 
difficult problems of the department for the 
nation.

The Glynn 
county board of health is the hest one in the 
state and Dr. Winchester himself is regarded 
by the United States Department of Health 
as one of the nation’s outstanding public 
health physicians. 

The county board and its doctor are to be 
congratulated. 

It also may be time to recall that of Geor- 
gia’s 159 counties, more than 100 have no health 
department at all.

Smolensk is used to wars. It is not even an important city any 
more, but time was when it was a great city, with the caravans of 
traders coming to it, and with boats tying up below its bluffs. 

Long before Columbus set sail to find a new route to India 
and blundered on the islands near Cuba, Smolensk was an important 
city and had known many wars. 

It was an important city in the ninth century and long be¥ore 
that there was a town on the bluffs of the Dnieper river. 

It once belonged to Lithuania. Russia .ook it in 1514. The 
Poles fought for it in 1611, their armies camping before and about 
ft for 20 months before they were able to starve out the peaple and 
capture it. 

The Russians took it back 43 years later and punished it as a 
Polish city. It began to decline in importance from that date. 

Peter I, the one Tsar whom the Soviets like and admire, used it 
as a base from which to fight the Swedes who had defeated him on 
the plains near by. He took its church bells and melted them into 
cannon. He conscripted men, taking churchmen along with others. 
He conscripted wealth, causing all men with property to contribute 
men, goods and money to his army. 

It was at Smolensk, on August 17, 1812, almost 129 years ago to 
the day, that the French troops under Napoleon routed the Russians. 
The Russians retreated and left the city in flames. They began the 
retreat to Moscow and Napoleon followed. He got there, too, and 
found that city empty. 

Well, I am not foolish enough to think that the blitz of Napoleon 
was as good as the blitz of Hitler in 1941. The Russians aren’t even 
fighting today as they did in 1812, when the infant republic in 
America was fighting a distracted and other'vise occupied England. 
But I like to think that the fates may have noted that another army 
had followed along through the years after the Poles, the Swedes 
and the French and had at last reached Smolensk. I just hope they 
noted the fact. 


IRONIC NOTE 


It is a curious and somewhat ironic fact that 
the infant republic sought to obtain recognition 
from Russia and was turned down. 

On what basis? 

We were a revolutionary, radical outfit, that’s why. And a 
good, sound, conservative government such as that of Czarina 
Catherine II could have no truck with a radical outfit such as had 
revolted against England and set up a new republic. Likely it 
wouldn’t last very long, said Catherine. 

Today the Russians, having established the most radical of all 
governments, is engaged in war. Hitler has what he promised him- 
self he would never have, a two-front war. The Russians are doing 
a good job, better than most of the experts believed they could do. 

And the infant republic of 1776, which Russia wouldn’t recog- 
nize because it was too radical, is a world power and is going to 
help Russia in her war for survival. We are going to help her, 
not because Russia is a democracy, but because she is fighting 
Germany. And we are glad to have even a bloody tyranny such 
as Russia fight another bloody tyranny. 

It’s a swell war. 

And it’s come to Smolensk—and I just hope the three blind 
sisters, who are the fates and who scissor off the threads, will note 
the fact. 


THE STALIN LINE There is, one may read, no Stalin line. 


There are merely islands of defense, 
large and small. Some are camouflaged. Some are open, inviting 
attack so that camouflaged defense nearby may catch the attack. 


Some bunkers are large enough to include heavy guns. Others 
are machine gun, heavy machine gun, nests. Some are large enough 
to hide tanks. Some are connected with others, in chain arrange- 
ment. Others are isolated. 

This line, which is not a line, reportedly was the plan of Mar- 
shal Mikhail Tukhachevsky, oné of the generals executed in 1937. 
Eight high officers, including the famous and popular marshal, 
were executed for seeking to betray the army and the nation to 
Japan and Germany. 

It was Tukhachevsky who built the “sponge” defenses. How far 
they were carried out remains to be seen. As the Germans stand 
now. in the south, the terrain is ideally suited to a blitz attack. 
If there is more of the “sponge” defenses there the Germans will 
find it hard going. 

At any rate, Smolensk has been reached, as so many others 
before have reached it. And if the fates decide that on the plains 
before Moscow the German and Russian armies shall exhaust them- 
selves with losses of men, materials and of morale, it will be just 
fine with me. And also somewhat in the historical tradition:

Doubtless you have seen the soundless dog whistle placed on 
the market a few years ago. Though inaudible to dull human ears, 
it seems as clear to dogs as any other whistle with similar power 
behind it. 

A beneficient nature protects us in many curious ways to which 
we give no thought, and even our limitations are blessings. 

A new instrument that magnifies sound enables scientists to 
hear the gnawing of termites inside heavy timber. If our ears 
could hear such sounds, and all others that surround us, no matter 
how shrill or deep, the din would be nerve-torturing and unbearable. 

Nature limits our hearing to the scale that is necessary or useful 
to our existence, and protects us from sounds that are unprofitable 
or hurtful. If we torture one another with laudspeakers, we have 
only ourselves to blame. 

Another blessed provision is the one that protects us from grief. 
If time did not dull the pain of sorrow, and if we were capable of 
feeling for the misfortunes of strangers the same heart-breaking 
compassion with which we share the woes of our nearest and 
dearest, this would indeed be a vale of tears and life would be an 
intolerable burden. 

Nature limited our capacity for heartache, and confined our 
grief and our pity within the limits of our own interests. 

But with the coming of the Christian era, which began to make 
all men brothers, and the improvement of communications, which 
made all men neighbors, our capacities were developed by use and 
necessity, and compassion developed a range that encompassed the 
earth. " 

Now our pity is limited only by our understanding of its need, 
not by distance. 

As the war in China seems so far away as scarcely to concern 
us, so the British confess that the war in Russia seems so far away 
as scarcely to concern them. 

But to those who understand, these two wars are as real and 
horrible and as vital to our interests as though we lived within 
sound of the guns. It is limited understanding that makes them seem 
unimportant. 

People differ in degree of perception and understanding as they 
differ in capacity for pity and in appearance. Some can see a threat 
across the world; some must wait until it comes within gun range. 

Thus our security must wait upon the understanding of those

Yeast is one of the richest sources 
of the B vitamins. Lack of the B 
complex results in lowered morale 
‘and loss of stamina. The indi- 
|vidual on a B-deficient diet be- 
‘comes less alert and less able to 
‘fend for himself. 

On the other hand, the Nazis 
are making all possible use of the 
i‘ knowledge of nutrition to further 
the welfare of their own people, 
It is thought the collapse of Ger- 
‘many in World War I may have 
‘been caused by the 
ifood supplies and the resultant 
‘loss of morale. When Germany’s 
‘Goering was given the responsi- 
‘bility a few years ago of making 
the country nutritionally self-suf- 
ficient, he immediately ordered 
ithe accumulation of large stores of 
|ascorbic acid, vitamin C. Recogniz- 
‘ing the value of milk as an all- 
around food, the Nazis have great- 
ly extended the use of dried skim 
milk.
